GILLESPIE, Il.,'Oct. 6.—After two 
days of pounding by the conserva- 
tive leadership of the new Progres- 
stve Miners of America, its conven- 
tion in session here since Monday 
has finally adopted and given to the 
scale committee instructions “to get 
the best scale possible between $5 
and $6.10 basic day wage " This 
means that instead of mobilizing a 
mass struggle against the $1.10 wage 
cut ordered by the operators and the 
officials of the United Mine Work- 
ers in August, the leaders of the P. 
M. A. ave trying te force the thou- 
sands of striking miners here to ac- 
cept the $5 scale. With only a few 
days’ work a month, this would mean 
real starvation fer them. 

Even the leadership of the P. M. A. 
dared not all of them come before 
the miners with such a_ sell-out. 
There are differences among them 
as to policy. Furthermore, the de- 
cision, whieh practically means to 
surrender the fight against the 18 
per cent wage-cut and accept the 
scale International President Lewis 
of the U.W.M.A. has tried to enforce, 
and the operators have so far failed 
to enforce, even with thousands of 
deputized machine gunners, and 
whole companies of state militia, 
brought on a sharp discussion among 
the delegates.

U.S. Ambassador Hails 
End of Brazil Revolt 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 6.—Edwia 
V. Morgan, United States Ambassador 
to Brazil, hastened to congratulate 
Getulio Vargas, head of the Provi- 
sional Government, for having “suc- 
cessfully ended” the San Paul revolt. 

Getulio Vargas is reported to be 
considering the legalization of the 
paper money issued in. the State of 
San Paul to finance the revolt 
against the Federal Government.

meaning of the Dearborn massacre carried through on 
March 7th by Ford’s gunmen and the police of Mayor Mur- 
phy of Detroit. 

The raids and arrests of Communists, leaders of t! 
Auto Workers Union and the Unemployed Councils, of mi!- 
itant workers throughout the Detroit area which followed 
the butchery of four workers and the wounding of a score of 
mre, had a similar meaning. 

All this furious onslaught and mobilization of the armed 
forces of Ford and the city government against hungry 
workers was preparation for the most drastic single wage 
cut in the crisis period—from $§@ to $4 per day. :

_ The Dismissal of Oakley 


; M\HE DISMISSAL from the College of the City of New York 
: of Oakley Johnson, for twelve years an instructor in 


English, is a clear case of persecution for revolutionary work- 
ing-class beliefs and activity. : 


This is much more than a threat to freedom of opinion 


in municipally-owned and managed educational institutions. 
It is unmistakably an act intended to intimidate the entire teaching staff 
in. New York and whip them into line for Tammany and the capitalist 
interests it represents. It is directed against those teachers and instructors 
who are aligning themselves with the working class, and joining those 
revolutionary intellectuals.whose break with capitalist ideology is sym- 
bolized, as Johnson's has been, by active support of the Soviet Union, 
of the struggle for the Scottsboro boys; of the World Anti-War Oongress 
in Amsterdam, of the heroic battle of the Kentucky miners, and finally 
of the Communist Party election program and candidates—Foster and 
Pord. 
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: challenge to the right of teachers and instructors to take part in 
revolutionary working class struggles, to support the Communist Party 
in election campaigns and in its main task of organizing and leading the 
working class in its constant battle against the bankers and bosses for 
its daily bread leading up to the struggle for power, is inherent in the 
dismissal of Oakley Johnson. 


The Johnson case differs from the case of Nearing, Levine (Uhiversity 
of Montana) and others occuring previous to and during the world war 
in that their discharge was the result of their coming into conflict with 
the interests of some particular capitalist group ‘steel, copper, etc.), while 
the persecution of Johnson, in a municipal college, shows that it is the 
general interests of capitalism that are being protected in this manner.
